While the relatively young museums America have not allowed 
wide-eyed fascination with contemporary salesmanship domi- 
nate their thinking, they have nevertheless consistently enhanced 
the impact their exhibitions. Contrary Mr. claim 
that museums have cut themselves off from the public, facts and 
figures tell opposite story. Audiences and public grants have 
grown while museums have paralleled that growth with increase 
the number and kind events they sponsor. the traditional 
activities the museum have been added the presentation 
documentary films and chamber music concerts, the rental and 
loan museum materials schools and other organizations 
and institutions, the publication and sale popular pamphlets, 
prints and color slides and the projection museum subject matter 
through television. 


Newspapers, radio stations, periodicals the 
media mass formation—have been quick recognize the 
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importance the museum the community and the 
increasing interest the museum. Through combination civic 
responsibility and enlightened self-interest they have helped 
greatly enhance the lines communication between museums 
and the public. 


The United Nations, through UNESCO, has grasped the unique 
potential museums worldwide educational level and has 
assigned them front positions the cultural sector the fight 
for lasting peace. succession executive orders, the Director- 
General UNESCO was recently instructed:

stand practically alone considering one 
the fine motion pictures the year. The film version the 
Flaubert novel took lambasting and down the country, and 
its chief performers, Jennifer Jones, James Mason, Van Heflin, and 
Jourdan came off rather badly. considered the transposi- 
tion the novel screenplay magnificent job. The picture did 
exactly what Flaubert wanted his novel do: showed the 
inner corruption period history; the picture showed 
that Mme. Bovary was not herself evil, but was product 
her times and her environment, and this the motion picture did 
extremely well. Jennifer Jones, opinion, redeemed herself 
capable actress who grows with each successive role. 

film has some cerebral moments it, 
which may possibly account for its lack success. has sordid- 
ness and pathos, and certain romantic fragility which was 
extremely well done. Individual performances were well done, 
although considered Van Heflin badly miscast small-town 
doctor. special word praise for the direction which was out- 
standing. ‘‘Madame.

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About thirty years ago Arnold Schoenberg predicted that the 
second half this century would exaggerate the importance 
the very elements his music that the first half underestimated. 
perhaps too early test the accuracy this prediction. 
But current activities Paris, where the twelve-tone system 
being codified The Gospel According Saint Leibowitz, point 
toward fulfillment the prophecy. There, more energy 
apparently being expended defining the system than filling 
with significant music, and polemic calling for more passion 
than composition. Nothing seems irk the gospel writers 
much the master’s refusal hemmed their interpre- 
tations his system. 


Los Angeles, the other hand, Schoenberg has many admirers 
and followers but adoring cult. His very presence the com- 
munity, the lively flow wit and wisdom from his Brentwood home

And assessing what appears box-office appeal let not 
mistake celebration his seventy-fifth birthday for acceptance 
his art. Applause, unfortunately, does not discriminate between 
the composer, his work, his birthday and his interpreters. And 
let confess that way could flatter ourselves more 
unctuously than congratulating him. Calling out our bravos 
borrow part his fame. Reflecting the light his sun iook 
resplendent. History will record the audience that applauded, 
however belatedly. And Schoenberg, accepts our homage, 
beams all indiscriminately whether friend foe, 
snobs genuine music lovers, hysterical modernists dried-up 
conservatives.

acceptance the proffered honors. was delighted but 
not deceived. the little ceremony Harold concert, 
accepted graciously enough the bestowal citizenship upon him 
official representative the city Vienna, but not without 
reminding that community its noisy rejection his first revolu- 
tionary works, and the exile had imposed upon him hate.

Its 
poetic analogy might free verse. has also been called prose 
rhythm—a description would reject because the great expres- 
siveness the subject matter. But whatever called, 
rhythm that constantly modulating, never has the sing-song 
beat poem that recited mechanical way order 
prove that the scansion unwavering iambic pentameter. 
There are examples, especially the early works, traditional 
rhythmic procedures—stanzaic structures, strophe and anti-strophe, 
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metrical patterns, cadences and semi-cadences that roughly corres- 
pond rhyme; they have not been entirely abandoned the 
late works. 

The Schoenberg rhythm the rhythm speech its expressive 
aspect, where speech the vocalization emotion. text- 
book commonplace that vocal melody extension speech, 
and that instruments strive for the expressiveness the human 
voice. That why still use the word cantabile indication 
instrumentalists that want them play singing 
And that why conductors habitually sing passages their 
orchestras order indicate them the particular kind in- 
flection desired. And incidentally that why Wendell Kretschmar, 
Dr. Faustus, verbalized the melodic motifs Opus 111, 
the better describe the emotional implications the music. 


Now possible verbalize any melodic fragment, classical 
example being Sebastian Bach sat upon the 
subject the C-minor fugue the first volume the Forty-Eight.

The rhythmical independence the vocal and instrumental lines 
phenomenon that should not over-emphasized. reality 
nothing more than the the accompa- 
niment song. would not worth speaking about all 
not for the fact that the speech rhythms, which are con- 
scious works like Pierrot and the Ode, are also characteristics 
the purely instrumental works. one doubts that the Trio, and 
even more the new Fantasy, are imbued with these speech 
rhythms, let him compare them with the ryhthms almost any 
work Stravinsky, which are the rhythms gesture. 


his Faculty Research Lecture UCLA several years ago, Schoen- 
berg told how, the early years his career Vienna, and 
his friends experimented using the rhythms and tonal inflections 
poetry source musical materials. One can quite easily 
experiment himself with such materials—best, perhaps, the 
privacy his closet. Take any poem, preferably unfamiliar 
one, and read aloud, allowing the voice full play its 
reaction the emotion the lines. When some kind 
expressiveness has been achieved, try locate the musical tones 
that seem correspond the inflections the speaking voice. 
the search for these tones, the voice quite likely spread 
its range and speak words quite the manner Schoenberg indi- 
cated Pierrot. You will have arrived crude kind Sprech- 
stimme. Continue then the search for the musical fones, using 
piano (you will have deserted the privacy your closet) help 
you locate the sounds implied your speaking voice. not 
likely that you will find yourself any recognizable scale, unless 
you have begun unconsciously compose melody for the poem. 
You will now have arrived something suggesting atonality—at 
the very least, abandonment tonal centers. These two aspects 
his method, Sprechstimme and atonality, the composer has him- 
self systematized practical degree. But there has been 
comparable systemization rhythm. Yet easy see how the 
recitation poetry, without definite musical pitch and often with- 
out metrical patterns (which are anyway ridden over through 
order achieve expressiveness) might have led the speech-like 
elements rhythmic scheme just led atonality 
and Sprechstimme. can imagine the processes being identical and 
simultaneous: the breaking down existing structures and the 
reorganization the materials into new structures. seems in- 
evitable that the rhythmic structures must have been atomized 
along with the tonal, for all music they are inseparable. 


would probably exaggeration say that Schoenberg has 
expanded the resources rhythm greatly has expanded 
those tone. Nevertheless, seems me, significant contri- 
bution has been made here and deserves fuller study than have 
given for the purposes this article. For the Schoenberg rhythms 
are unique. They are not attention-getters, least the way that 
the calisthenic rhythms much contemporary music are. Even 
ostinatos, which appear occasionally, are swallowed up, 
speak, the larger rhythmic structures. When critic like Thom- 
son, then, speaks the naive organization taps and pulses 
shooting far wide the mark, for these elements require con- 
stant reiteration make their mark. Schoenberg does not re- 
iterate much modulates, and his rhythm not much 
marked individual pulses and taps, which are motor, their 
organization into paragraphs, which are verbal. This 
with other features art. avoids the pulse and 
the tap reference points just avoids tonal centers. His 
prose-like organization rhythm has emancipated that func- 


tion music just the twelve-tone system has emancipated 
dissonance. 


Yet let not dogmatic. For just one arrives the point 
where believes that rhythmic practices might 
systematized, there comes passage like the apotheosis section 
Napoleon, and this passage more startling for its gravita- 
tion toward the unorthodox E-flat cadence than for the inexorably 
square rhythmic drive which places that cadence strongly
